WASHINGTON President-elect Barack Obama pivoted 
quickly to begin filling out his new administration 
on Wednesday selecting hard-charging lllmois Rep. 
Rahm Emanuel as White House chief of staff while 

aides stepped up the pace 
of transition work that had 
been cloaked in pre-election 
secrecy. 

Several Democrats 

confirmed that Emanuel 
had been offered the job. 
Wliile it was not clear he had 
accepted, a rejection would 
amount to an unlikely public 
snub of the new president- 
elect. 

With hundreds of jobs to 
HU and only lo weeks until 
Inauguration Day Obama 
and his transition team 
confronted a formidable 
task complicated by his anti- 
lobbyist campaign rhetoric. 

The official campaign 
Web Site said no political 
appointees would be 
permitted to work on 
“regulations or contracts 
directly and substantially 
related to their prior 
employer for two years. 
And no political appointee will be able to lobby the 
executive branch after leaving government service 
during the remainder of the administration,^' 

But almost exactly one year ago, on Nov 5, 2007, 
candidate Obama went considerably further than 
that while campaigning in South Carolina. “1 don’t 


take a dime of their money and when 1 am president, 
they woift find a job in my White Housed said of 
lobbyists at the time. 

In offering the post of White House chief of staff 
to Emanuel, Obama turned to a fellow Chicago 
politician w^ith a far different sude from his own^ a 
man known for his bluntness as well as his single- 
minded determination. 

Emanuel was a politiced and policy aide in Bill 
Clinton^s White House. Leaving that, he turned 
to investment banking, then won a Chicago-area 
House seat six years ago. In Congress, he moved 
quickly into the leadership. As chairman of the 
Democratic campaign committee in 2006, he played 


an instrumental role in restoring his party to power 
after 12 vears in the minority 

Obama's transition team is headed byjolin Podesta, 
who served as chief of staff under former President 
Clinton; Pete Rouse, who has been Obama's chief of 
staff in the Senate, and Valerie Jarrert, a friend of the 
president-elect and campaign adviser. 

Several Democrats described a sprawling operation 
well under way Officials had kept deliberations under 
wraps to avoid the appearance of overconfidence in 
the w^eeks leading to Tuesday’s election. 

They said the group was stocked w^ith longtime 
associates of Obama, as well as veterans of Cdintonls 
White House.

Tourism 

The Land of Lincoln will enjoy another "presidential halo 
effect" on Its tourism industryp observers say. The Chicago 
Convention and Tourism Bureau predicts increased interest 
in South Side areas tied to Obama and in Springfield^ where 
he announced his candidacy. European tourist agencies 
already are making inquiries, said Mark Theis, executive 
vice president of the bureau. Stills the tourism bump may 
be smaller than it was for other recent presidents, said 
hospitality expert Bjorn Hanson of New York University’s 
Tisch Center "When President Bush Sr. went to Maine 
it had a significant boost to tourism because of scenes 
of him in his boat, fishing,” he said. 1 don’t foresee too 
much of Barack Obama water-skiing behind a boat on 
the lake.” 

Kennedy Expressway 

The airport closest to Obama's home, Midway, has no 
runway long enough to accommodate the 747 often 
used as Air Force One.

Chicago becomes an instant international showcase as 
the architects of the next American agenda gather here over 
the coming months to build their new administration, T he 
worldwide attention could enhance the city's prestige and 
influence and even give a boost to its 2016 Olympic bid. 

H^here will be a shining light on C'hicago and on Illinois for 
the next several years,'* said CTtris iMooney a professor of polit- 
ical studies at the University of Illinois at Springfield. ‘'Look 
at the Texans involved when Bush won. T hink of Arkansas. 
Whoever heard of Little Rock before Bill Clinton?” 

Chicago, of course, has always been cosmopolitan, but its 
urban grandeur somehow remained one of tl\e world's best- 
kept secrets.

Obama's ascension bathes his city in a fresh and progres- 
sive new light,

put together.” 

T his being (Tiicago, of course, some politicians wasted 
little time dreaming up their pork-filled wish lists for Obama 
once he takes charge of the federal purse strings. ‘^One word: 
money/* said Aid. Emma Alitts. “You're supposed to take care 
of home first, aren't vou?*' 

C/hicago politics has long been defined by such narrow out- 
looks. But political author F. Richard C nccone said the success

And Michelle 
Obama told reporters in October that 
the family w^ould select a rescue dog 
from a shelter. Any pet, however, must 
be hypoallergenic because of Alalia s 
allergies. 

At the PAWS Chicago Adoption 
(.Center, officials said they w^ould be 
able to find a designer puppy to meet 
both Alalia’s needs and her mother’s 
prerequisites. 

Public opinion, however, may be at 
odds with the next First Family In a 
recent American Kennel Club survey 
voters said they w^ould like the Obamas 
to adopt a purebred poodle. 

A dog of unknown pedigree would be 
a rarity in the White Plouse, where 22 
of 43 presidents have owmed purebreds. 
President Bush has two Scottish terriers, 
Barney and Aliss Beazlev, who have their

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Holograms on 
CNN? Not really

Not to be too much of a 3-D-image-proiection party pooper, 
but: 

Princess Leia in “Star Wars"^ projected by R2-D2 into a room 
and pleading, “Help me, Obi-\X/an Kenobi. You're my only hope”? 
Not a hologram. 

(Correspondent Jessica Yellin and singer wilLi. am projected 
from (Chicago into a New York studio Tuesday night during 
(CNN's Election Night coverage? 

Not holograms, either, despite Yellin's comparing herself to 
Le ia and host Wolf Blitzer's saying, “Jessica, youVe a terrific 
hologram.” 

But that image of Michael Jordan circling a basketball 
around his Tvaist inside a plastic tube at (Chicago's Museum of 
Holography? 

That is a hologram. 

It was a mild shocker Tuesday when (CNN claimed to have res- 
urrected the “hologram,” beaming its interv^iew^ subjects across 
the country so that Blitzer could talk to what looked like an irra- 
diated person standing there with him. 

The standard reaction was somewhere between “Gee whiz” 
and “Oh, please.” 

And those in the know weren^t buying. 

“'Ehis is not a hologram ” saidTungJeong, a 76-year-old retired 
Lake Forest (College physics instructor who now devotes his time 
to teaching holography 

And at the University of North (Carolina, physics professor 
(Charles Bennett was having none of it, either. 

“I am absolutely sure that it is not a hologram in the literal 
sense,” he wrote in an e-mail. “A Yeaf hologram uses diffraction 
to reconstruct the wave front that would have come from the 
actual 3-D object. A hologram cannot be viewed from the front 
AND from behind as in the (CNN segment — this was a dead 
giveaway that the image shown was not in fact a hologram. A real 
hologram can only be viewed within a specific range of viewing 
angles.” 

And then there the not far-fetched prospect of actual holo- 
graphic TV, Jeong said, a set you could look at as if into a 3-D 
world. 

If they live so long, Blitzer might one day be accurate when he 
calls Yellin “a terrific hologram.”

Tough day for 
gay rig hts 


California voters approve 
same-sex marriage ban

LOS A^KjELES Voters put a stop to same-sex 
marriage in (California, dealmg a crushing 
defeat to gay-rights activists in a state they 
hoped would be a vanguard, and putting 
in doubt as many as 18,000 same-sex mar- 
riages conducted since a court ruling made 
them legal this year. 

Tlie gay-rights movement had a rough 
election elsewhere as well liiesday. 

Amendments to ban gay marriage were 
approved in Arizona and Florida, and 
Arkansas voters approved a measure ban- 
ning unmarried couples from serving as 
adoptive or foster parents. Supporters 
made clear that gays and lesbians were their main target. 

But California, the nation's most populous state, was the 
big prize. Spending for and against Proposition H reached 
S74 million, the most expensive social-issues campaign in 
U.S. history and the most expensive campaign this year 
outside the race for the White House. Activists on both 
sides of the issue saw^ the measure as critical to building 
momentum for their causes. 

“People believe in the institution of marriage,” Frank 
Schubert, co-manager of the Yes on 8 campaign said after 
declaring victory early Wednesday “It's one institution 
that crosses ethnic divides, that crosses partisan divides. 
... People have stood up because they care about marriage 
and they care a great deal.” 


WHAT HAPPENS 
NEXT? 

Similar gay marriage 
bans had prevailed in 27 
states before Tuesday's 
elections, but none were in 
California's situation— with 
about 18,000 gay couples 
already married. The state 
attorney general, Jerry 
Brown, has said those 
marriages will remain 
valid, although legal 
challenges are possible, ap 


With almost all precincts reporting, 
election returns showed the measure 
winning with 52 percent. Some provisional 
and absentee ballots remained to be tallied, 
but based on trends and the locations of 
the votes still outstanding, the margin 
of support in favor of the initiative was 
secure. 

Exit polls for I'he Associated Press 
found that Proposition 8 received critical 
support from black voters who flocked to 
the polls to support Barack Obama for 
president. About seven in 10 blacks voted 
iu favor of the ban, wdtile Latinos also sup- 
ported it and whites were split. 

('alifornians overwhelmingly passed a same-sex mar- 
riage ban in 2000, but gay-rights supporters had hoped 
public opinion on the issue had shifted enough for this 
year's measure to be rejected. 

“We pick ourselves up and trudge on,” said Kate 
Kendell, executive director of the National C^enter for 
Lesbian Rights. “There has been enormous movement 
in favor of full equality in eight short years. That is the 
direction this is heading, and if it’s not today or it's not 
tomorrow, it will be soon.” 

The constitutional amendment limits marriage to 
heterosexual couples, nullifying the (California Supreme 
(Court decision that had made same-sex marriages legal 
in the state since June.

For many immigrants and their descendants, Barack 
Obama's election Tuesday finally redeemed the Statue of 
Liberty’s promise of freedom and opportunity for alL 

Ciabbies weaving doMm Michigan Avenue saluted the 
milestone with their horns, rolling down windows to yell 
congratulations in Arabic and Urdu, Spanish and Yoruba. 
The people gathered in Grant Park stood undivided by 
ethnic group, as if anxious to embrace the sentiment 
behind the words ‘■‘United States of America/* 

When Obama was pronounced the winner, it w^as an 
emotional triumph for his fellow^ African-Americans. Bur 
the moment also was electrifying lor immigrants from 
other lands, from the Middle East to Latin America to 
the Pacific Islands. 

“To see someone become president who isn’t white, 
1 can identify with that/’ said Lily laino, 37, a benefits 
administrator for an actuary firm who is the daughter of 
Filipino immigrants. 

A beacon for the rest of the world, America’s demo- 
cratic principles have long drawn a rainbow of peoples. 
But up close, it sometimes seemed like theirs was a dream 
deferred. Taino^s parents believed in America as the land 
of opportunity. Instead the family saw^ a societ^^ where 
white men monopolized power in corporate life and the 
public sphere, and minorities felt like outsiders. 

To many, Obama^s election felt like their nation was 
finally living up to its ideals. 

“America passed a litmus test,’’ said Keith Browm, 35, 
a college adviser whose family reflects the ethnic quilt 
that is America today He is African-American but said 
Cherokee blood iilso runs through his veins. He has cous- 
ins who are half-Asian and half-white. 

Yusuf Hameed, a 31-year-old cab driver from Nigeria, 
phoned Africa and found that people there w^re cel- 
ebrating too. A friend Ciilled from England to share in tlie 
excitement Hameed felt on Michigan Avenue. 

“What a w^onderful dayP’ said Hameed. ''What a w^on- 
derful country!”

Daley seeks ticket amnesty program

Mayor Daley offered an amnesty pro- 
gram for parking and red-light rickets 
Wednesday as he looks to dull the impact 
of his unpopulai" proposal to boot vehi- 
cles with tv^^o delinquent tickets. 

Tlie City C/ouncil is being asked to 
approve a plan allowing drivers to get 
a 50 percent reduction on penalties 
on tickets issued before 2007. But you 
would get that break only if you pay the 
original fine in foil. 

For example, a driver who received a 
$5 o ticket and also faces a late-payment 
penalty of another $50 would settle the 


debt by handing over S75 under the 
amnesty deal. 

The grace period would run from 
Dec. I through Feb. 14. 

The mavor still wants to lower the 
threshold tor applying the Denver boot 
to vehicles to two delinquent tickets 
from tlie current standard of three. 

Manv aldermen had balked at the 
change. 

Daley said the amnesty would gener- 
ate Si million for the city which faces a 
S469 million budget shortfall. 

Asked if the amnesty would soften 
council opposition to the booting plan, 


Daley replied, “They’ll realize the city^ 
needs some money For us to send peo- 
ple out there and hire lawyers and con- 
stantly go after [ticket scofflaws], youVe 
wasting a lot of money. ... That’s what 
we’re trying to show people, especially 
the aldermen/^ 

Daley’s revenue director, Be a Reyna- 
Hickey said the last such amnesty in 
2002 provided for waivers of all out- 
standing penalties. 

Also Wednesday Daley said his 
administration had agreed to a union 
proposal that would reduce the number 
of city employees facing layoffs.

Yahoo s fate unclear as 
Google abandons ad deal 


Google has scrapped its Internet advertis- 
ing partnership with stniggling rival Yahoo, 
abandoning attempts to overcome the objec- 
tions of antitrust regulators and customers 
who believed the alliance would give Google 
too much power over online commerce. 

l"he retreat announced Wednesday 
represented another setback for Yahoo, 
which had been counting on the Google deal 
to boost its finances and placate shareholders 
still incensed by management’s decision 
to reject a 847,5 billion takeover bid from 
iMicrosoft six months ago. 


lb Yahoo's dismay Google backed off 
to avoid a challenge from the U.S. Justice 
Department, which said it would sue to block 
the Yahoo deal to preserve competition. 

l"he arrangement likely would have denied 
consumers the benefits of competition — 
lower prices, better service and greater 
innovation/' said Thomas Barnett, an 
assistant attorney general who oversees the 
Justice Department’s antitrust division. 

Without Google's help, Yahoo now might 
feel more pressure to renew^ talks with 
Microsoft and ultimately sell itself for much 


less than the $33 per share that Microsoft 
offered in May. 

Surrendering the chance to sell ads 
on Yahoo’s popular Web site wonl be a 
significant financial blow for Google, which 
already runs the Internet’s largest and most 
prosperous advertising network. 

I 1 ie collapse of the Google-Yahoo alliance 
could become a coup for Microsoft. 

Although it has publicly said it’s no longer 
interested in buying Yahoo, Microsoft 
spent a lot of time and money trying to keep 
Google and YaJToo from coming together. 



Delta Air Lines, the world’s biggest 
carrier, said Wednesday it will 
impose a $15 fee to check a first 
bag, becoming the last of the six 
iegacy airlines to impose such a 
fee. 

The carrier also said it is cutting 
certain other fees as it aligns its 
policies with those of Northwest 
Airlines, which it acquired last 
week. 

Delta said that effective 
immediately, for traffic on or after 
Dec. 5, customers flying within 
the US. will be charged $15 for 
the first checked bag and $25 for 
the second checked bag when 
traveling domestically, consistent 
with Northwest's existing policies. 

And now for some good news: 
As for curbside check-in, Delta said 
that, effective Dec, 5, it will drop 
the $3 fee it has been charging.

Some believe Blanco does the 
exact opposite. 

During the broadcast 
Thursday of the Fire’s o-o play- 
off draw with the Kew England 
Revolution, ESPN color com- 
mentator and former U.S. 
captain John Harkes accused 
Blanco of “falling for no reason^^ 
and applauded the ref for not 
calling a foul. Blanco *s 76 fouls 
suffered during the regular sea- 
son led the league. 

“He^s not only good — espe- 
cially technically — but he's also 
smart,” Revolution defender 
Michael Parkhurst said of 
Blanco. “He knows when to go 
down and draw fouls. It^s frus- 
trating when you don’t think it’s a foul It 
gets guys riled up. 

“He can be a pain with his antics, but you 
know that going in.” 

As for Blanco playing on the same team 
as McBride, Parkhurst said, “It’s crazy 
how that worked out. I doubt Brian 
ever thought he would be playing with 
Blanco.”

Blanco has said in past interviews that he 
doesn’t mind the “hate.” iMcBride believes 
that indifference has shown on 
the field. “It definitely doesn’t 
seem to cause him to play poor- 
ly,” McBride said. “It’s impor- 
tant that everybody 
expresses their per- 
sonality Sometimes 
that gets under the 
other team’s skin.” 

When Blanco 
scores a goal, he will strike the 
pose of Aztec ruler Tlatoani 
Cuauhtemoc. When McBride 
scores, he kisses his ring finger 
as a tribute to his wife. 

“They’re obviously two 
different people,” Fire mid- 
fielder John Thorrington said. 
“McBride is one of the best 
American national team play- 
ers in the recent era— and those 
U.S. fans hate Blanco. 

“But Blanco isn’t all villain. 
iVe never seen the fanatical 
support Blanco gets in some 
places. He’s idolized by so 
many [Mexican fans].” 

Blanco and McBride 
combined for six goals 
and five assists in the 
Fire’s last five regular-season games. 

Rolfe believes the rw^o stars will give 
him and his teammates confidence 
when they face the Revolution in the 
do-or-die second leg Thursday night 
at Toyota Park. 

“They’ve been in big games, and

Why, hello there. Have we met before? 

1 am the Great Burgerelli. My adventures 
take me far and wide as 1 search for the 
perfect p^try, 

l^his month, I ventured to Lincoln Park to 
sample the goods at'Phe Counter, a 2-month- 
old restaurant specializing tn burgers with a 
stunning array of toppings — Pm told there are 
more than 312,000 possible combinations. 

The Counter is part of a nationwide chain, but 
1 shank hold that against them. (Every burger 
deserves a chance!) 1 tried the Counter Burger, piled 
delightfully high with provolone, lettuce, tomato, 
fried onions, sauteed mushrooms and sundried 
tomato vinaigrette. 

BURGERELLI BREAKDOWN 

The buigen When the Great Burgerelli sees a 
'A-pound burger priced at $10,25, expects perfec- 
tion. 1 readied myself for a potentially life-changing 
experience, making sure to ask the kind gentleman 
who took my order how the patty should be cooked. 
He advised medium, which he described as “pink 
throughout with a dark red center.” Imagine my 
surprise when a dull brown patty with a slightly pink 
center arrived! This “medium” burger was too dry 
for the Great Burgerellik precious palate.
